To those sturdy pioneers whose dauntkas courage and far-reaching foresight laid the foundation upon 
which is builded the comforts and prosperity we now enjoy, this publication is dedicated. 


Fifty years is but a brief span as time is measured—as we view the events of history. Yet for more 
than one-third of the lifetime of our independent nation this newspaper has been recording the events of 
Newton, Harvey county, the Sanflower state and of the wide world, And, if it is a far ery from British 
oppression of the American colonies to a government of and for and by the people, it is a miracle of haman 
industrial advancement and achievement in civilization from the ox team and prairie schooner of the enrly 
seventies, to the eight-cylinder motor car and the combination harvester-thresher of 1922, 


The tast fifty years have been the most prolific in new things—in invention, in industrinlism, in educa- 
tion, in the professions, jn social welfare, in the science of government—than any other equal peried in all 
recorded history. The first issue uf the Kansan was of four pages, two pages of it printed nt home on a hand 
press, entailing greater effort and application, no doabt, than is required to print the Evening Kansan every 
day for an entire week now, with its modern equipment. Enumeration of accomplishments of the last one- 
half century would almost catalogue the long list of oar now-reckoned indispensible conveniences. To con- 
template giving up the telegraph or radio for the pony exprens, the tractor-binder for the grain erndle, is 
to shudder, Imagine a 1922 young farmer driving a team of bronchos 20 miles to town to do the month's 
trading, or riding horsebeck 54 or 60 miles to visit a land office. 


When facing high taxes, cost of keeping up the motor car, paying for paved streets and highways, eleo- 
tricity in the home or besiness, and other items of the H, C, of L., ane may be prone to exclaim, “Oh, for the 
good old days!’ But a tit of reflection will picture the barren days of drouth and grasshoppers, hardships 
and privation, coffee made of parched wheat, a piece of rare luck if the sod shanty could afford a chank of 
salt pork. Them it was two meiles to the nearest neighbor, and seventeen to the nearest tree, Such a reflec 
tion will bring the complacent and philosophic decision that “it costs more to live now, but it's worth it.” 


And it is to the work of redemption from forest and prairie in this blessed land, performed by oar pio- 
neers since 1776, that has made our national prosperity and privileges of today possible, Among the most 
hervic of all pioneers were those who came to redeem these rich prairies from Indian, baffalo and circling 
hawk, converting sod houses into commodious homes, wasting prairie into fertile fields, trading posts into 
modern towns and cithes. Who will say they had not a vision of the rich heritage they were aceanvulating, 
and which has come down to us of today in the wonderful civilization we are permitted 
myriad expressions? 


The frontier ie now gone. In fifty years the missionary barrel sent from the East has been displaced 
by express packages bearing New York or Paris gowns for our farmers’ daughters. In place of 
sters from New Engiand coming to teach our schools, we are sending our home-made college professors in- 
to all corners of the earth, and our Mappers grab the latest fad with an abandon and ceerity unexcelled any- 
where, Kansas credit saves national panics and Kansas products sustain whole nations, 


And with the passing of the frontier, what of the plomeer? May the grent God forbid that his tribe 
shall cease. With new privileges, surely there must have come new responsibilities, The world will never

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CAME TO KANSAS IN EARLY 
FIFTIES Y 


The accompanying photograph, tak- 
m twenty years ago, is the likeness 
»f Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Dooley who 
tame to Kansas in the early fifties, 
settling with their respective parents 
n Atchison county.

Mrs. Dooley, whose maiden name 
vas Laura F. Lancaster, spent some 
f her younger days teaching school.

Kansas. It was while she was in 
tollege that she was courted and wed 
Mr. Dooley. 


Mr. Dooley entered the Northern 
army as a recruit of the Tenth Kan- 
sas, where he served till the close of 
the Civil war. Wan over he drove a 
six mule ambulance from Westport 


(known now as Kansas City) to Ft. 


Leavenworth. After this he entered 


the employ of Majors & Russell who 
were the overland transportation com- 
pany (using oxen only) from Atchi- 
son, Kans., to Camp Floyd, 100 miles 
north of Salt Lake City. His work 
was that of a “Bull Whacker” and 
scout. This company also employed 
W. F. Cody, the famous scout and 
Indian fighter, in those days. It was 
while with these people that Mr. Doo- 
ley lost his only brother, Gilbert, while 
defending the work stock from an In- 
dian raid at a point about ninety miles 
east of Denver, Colo. While engaged 
in this transportation work 
and also while helping build 
the first railroad between 
Atchison and Topeka, Kan- 
sas, and Santa Fe, New 
Mexico, (which road later 
became the A. T. & S. F.) 
that Mr. Dooley had many 
other adventures, but due to 
a modest reserve he rarely 
made mention of same. 
Soon after their marriage 
Mr. and Mrs. Dooley re- 
moved to the Harvey county 
line just across on the Mar- 
ion side near Peabody. This was in the 
early seventies. Here they made 
their home and reared a family of 
eleven children. Then they moved 
to Sheldon (now Whitewater) in this 
county, Richland township, section 2. 
Here they resided till about 1903 when 
they moved to Peek, Okla., where Mr. 
Dooley is engaged in ranching. 
Notwithstanding her 75 years Mrs. 
Dooley is still in good health, and in 
spite of Mr. Dooley’s 76-years he is 
still active, able to ride fences - and 
work with stock as in the old days: 
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
